A'rgument. 



PENELOPE, daughter- of icarius, married Ulyfles^ 
King.of Ithaca, and of feme obher adjacent iflands fituated 
in the Ionian fea on the weilern coaft of Greece.. In: 
the courfe of her hulband's abfence, who was engaged' ten. 
years at thq fiege of Troy, where be did wonders by, hi*/ 
condu£l^nd cQurage; and ten years ^ore on his return ul 
wandering. about the fea$ under the difpl^liire of Nep«: 
tunet wb^rehe encountered dill greater difficulties and, 
diftrefles; She was b^fiegcdat home by crowds of fuitors,; 
who lived upon her all the time in an extravagant tnaa-,^ 
ner, and were daily committing fome outrage and excels- 
or other. Flattering herfelf, however, with the hopes of 
h^r hufband's fpe^dy return, fhe ufcd various devices to, 
gut off frop. time to time both them, and her father- 
Icarius, who. preffed her warmly to a fecond njarriage, 
from a perfuafion of the death of Uly fifes. Whenever a; 
foreign veffel toiiched at Ithaca, Ihe eagerly enquired aftpr 
Ulyffes, and always wrote to him by fome of the cicyyr,

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if by chance the)* (hould fall in with him at fea ; and this 
ive may prefume was one of thefe letters ; the ipirit of 
poetry at lead will juftify the prefumption. 



This epiflle of Penelope to Ulyfles has, in my poor 
opinion, the lead of the " vis poetica." or animation and 
fire, of any in the whole colIe6^ion under the name of 
Ovid; though this is not without many and great beauties. 
Some parts however are fo exceedingly flat and tame, as 
to be bdow the (landard of poetry, unlefs the number of 
jeei which conftttute the meafure of each verb be ad- 
mitted as a proof of poetry. If this then is the cafe of 
the original, which has fuch a manifeft advantage in point 
cf language; how muft this epiflle appear, when transfufed 
into a harib northern dialed, and viewed through the 
medium of a tongue abounding with heavy monofyUables, 
deformed with fyncopes and unnatural abbreviations, 
and almofl without infleflion or vocalic termination ? It 
may indeed be obferved in favour of Ovid on this occafion, 
that poetry tied down to the faith of hiftory is feldom 
fpirited or entertaining ; witnefs the PharfaKa of Lucan, 
and the Punic wars of Silius. Nor is this at all to be 
wondered at; as the chief excellence of poetry confifts in 
the fire and vivacity of the writer's fancy, which muft in- 
vent and create foritfelf; expreffion, however glowing 
and animated, being one of the meaneft attributes of this 
icience. Where the brifk fallies of a lively imagination 
are excluded, the narrations are generally tame and un- 
JBtcrefting.

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On the contrary, wherever the true " vis poetica** 
prevails, derange the periods as you pleafe; take them to 
pieces, and difpofe them to the order of profe; yet ftill 
the fpirit of poetry remains ; and you fee even under 
fuch difad vantage the " disjefti membra poetae." To 
this eflFeft, (as to fancy I mean) was Waller's reply to 
Charles the Second, refpefting his verfes on Cromwell 
and the Reftoration, " that poets fucceed beft in fiftion." 
And again, whoever confiders how fimple and grave the 
manners of the married (late are, compared with thofe of 
gallantry, will readily admit Ovid's failure in this epi(Ue 
owing rather to the barrennefs of his fubjeft, than want 
of fire in himfelf : — But what this piece wants in fire and 
fpirit is abundantly recompenced in cha&ity of fentiment 
and fobriety of diflion.

F Telemachus, the Ton of UlyfTes, by Penelope daughter of Icariut, 
after the capture of Troy, and the recefs of the Greeks from thence in 
their return home, fet out under the aufpicesof Minerva or Pallas the 
Goddefs of war and Nvifdom, who had aflfumed for this purpofe the 
form and figure of h^s tutor and governor Mentor, the wifeft and moft 
prudent man of the age and country in which he lived, to feek his father, 
who had never been heard of lince the redu&Ion of this city. In the 
courfe of this enquiiry, Telemathus touched at Pylos and Sparta, where 
hefaw and converfed with both NeAor and Menelaus, who gave him all 
the information they could, though to little purpofe. The reader is to 
.obferve, this expedition was undertaken without the knowledge or con- 
fent of Penelope, though fhe feems willing here to take the credit of it by 
the word *• miflb" as a proof oi conjugal affefticn ; however at the icoth 
line " Dum parat invitis omnibus" &c. flie is pleafcd to reprefent this 
circumdance as hiftory underila.nds it, and thereby evince her mattrnal 
tenderneis and concern*

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The Argument. 

WHEN Hecubai, <Jiughter of CMdis,'king of Thrace, 
and wife of Priam, King of Troy, on the continent of 
Ali|iij W|$ b^ of Faia9,; flic dreamed die w^as pncg^ai^fot 
a burning brand or torch, that fliould confume all Troy. 
Priam, to whom his Queen communicated her tremen- 
dop» dream, alarmed at the accounij confult^d the ora- 
cle : and on its anfwer, that the child, of which Hecuba 
was pregnant, fliould prove the ruin of his kingdom, he 
ordered the birth in the moft peremptory manner to be 
deflroyed. But Hecuba, touched with maternal tender- 
nefs for the hard fate of the infant, contrived to have him 
(for it was a male) privily conveyed to the King's fliep- 
herds, ^ith a tir& Hi^rf^t of cate/inS^ sAtenlidli to the 
life and education of the unfbrtunate babe. In this fitu- 
ation, without the lead knowledge gT' fufpicion of his real 
parents, as he grew up to years of maturity, he became 
, enampured of the nymph iEnone, the daughter, of 
iJ^ant'hus, (a river in PltiTygii) whom He niarrie^. But 
foon rftet this evferit, Jitrib, PsfflaS, afid V^htis, Sinluckily 
happening to enter into a conteft about their beauty, 
to which they wci^e t^dtkediiy chistricription on a golden 
apple — ** Give it to the faireft," — they were referred by 
Jove to the judgment of f^aris; who, though Juno of- 
fered fceptres, and Pallas wifdom, decreed the prize to 
Veau^ on the promife of Helen, the fined woman of 
that time in the known world.'

Paris not loi^ aft^r this decifion, being acknowledged 
by his parents, and received at Troy with great rejoicings 
as A pthtt of the falldod^ in that obarafidr made a voylige 
to Spa^a; ^htreht wa^ hofjpitaUy and honouraUy en^ 
tertained by Mendau^, in wbofe abferre^, dy way of return 
i6t his civility and frieiKKhip, he brbu^t off Heknv 
Mekielaus' wife, to Troy. iIlnon^,^aIaxWed by the inteU 
Hgente of this event, writ^ to Paris on the occafion; 
rallies and reprov^^s his treachery to berfelf, and endea- 
vours, by a variety of cOgem afgum^nts^ to perfuade him 
to reiidte Helen to h«r lawful hufband, friends, and coun- 
try; which form the fubfianoe of this celebrated and 
much-admired epifile. 

N. B« Many of the hiftorical clrcuthA^ces alluded 
to by ^none in this epiftle, will be found defcribed more 
at large in the letters that paffed between Paris and Helen 
in the courfe of this celebrated intrigue; the event of 
which was abfolute deftru6lion to Troy, by the total fub- 
verHon of its kingdom, capital, and name: and feverely 
calamitous to Greece, in the havock it made of the illuf- 
trious Princes and Chiefs of this {pirited and diftinguifhed 
empire, of all of whofe former glory, grandeur, and 
extent, little more than an ennpty name remains. 

In the courfe of this work, tranflations of the above 
letters' betWeeii Paifis and Helen will be given. 
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General Renuirks on OviD. 

^ OVID being born a Gentleman^ whicb ts^n be (aid but 
of few; of the antient claflics, in the &ri£l meaning of the 
word, it is not to be wondered that we find in his: writings 
that eiife and el^ance, which are peculiar to birth aione, 
or at leaft to long habits of gentility, that have all the gra- 
ces and force of birth or nature. To this then are we to 
afcribe that inimitable foftncfs^ f^d delicacy of expreflion 
and fentiment, that run thi;ough all his compoGtions. But 
as Love was the ruling paflion of his own mind, it is here 
that he (hines to the higheft advantage. Matter of the 
language in which he wrote, toan afioniQiing degree; 
blefled with an elegant and lively fancy on all occafions, 
but quickened in loye beyond its nia^X fire and force ; 
and happy in a minute attention to every circumftance 
that belongs to this favourite paflion ; his w^rks on this 
fubjeft are not. art, but nature itfelf. Whpthe fays is 
what every one recollefts to have paffed within himfelf 
under the circumllances he defcribes; and who imtnedi- 
ately acknowledges the power and propriety both of the 
features, and the colouring of the piece.

The merit of invention, likewife (in the Heroic Epif» 
ties) is wholly Ovid*s; and his by ftrifl and abfolute right: 
being the firft produ&ion of tl^e kind to be found in.Greek 
or Roman literature : and indeed the only jpiece of antient 
compofition in this line extant, that deferves encomium or 
even attention. But exclufive of the merit of invention, 

and 
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and the marks of true genius, this part, of his works is arl- 
lowed by the ableft' juc^es; to be the moft finiihed and 
corre6l of all that have reached thefe times ; unlefs the 
lASfti be urged asaa exception to the remaik. . 

But corce£l and. beautiful ^s this, work of the Heroic 
Epiftles is allowed tp be pp ihe whp|e, yet this of i£none 
to Paris feems diftinguiQied in the general opinion by a 
decided preference above the reft. Now as the lines or 
ftrokes in this work are thofe of an adept, and ftrong 
proofs of confummate genius and judgment ; a marked 
pre^ileflion for a fingle feature, may, prima facie^ either 
impeach the author of defe£l of execution, or the critic 
of want of tafte or gout in opinion as to the reft. But 
one obfervation alone will perhaps relieve both artift 
and critic from the imputation of mifcarrriage or incom- 
petence of judgment, and account for this general prefe<« 
rence on folid and fubftantial principles. The manners 
then of this delicate and much-admired piece, it may be 
remarked, are wholly paftoral; the images exhibited, 
natural and purely domeftic ; and the incidents, fuch as 
fall within the cognizance of every reader, who can judge 
and decide upon their propriety and relation with eafe, 
precifion, and certainty. Now, as innocence was con- 
fefledly the birth-right of human nature, both according 
to profane and facred hiftory, a]l familiar, tender, and 
pi£lurefque defcriptions of it, cannot f^il to pleafe ; even 
when, upon better information, the right itfelf ceafes.

-of Marlborough, who commanded armies with fach 
fuccefs, would have made no defpicable figure at the head 
of ^ body ^ for age*"* or pioneers. 

Pefcriptioci is Ovid's f<Mrte, and the manners of the 
cottage -and country areas femiliar to him, as tbofe of the 
cab9net,r drawing-room, or clofet. Indeed his genius 
feen^s to have been of fo junbounded a range, as to be 
equal to moft attempts within the compafs of human abi- 
lity- Who would expe3 to find a common almanack (as 
is the cafe with the Fasti) embeUilhed with all the 
graces and charms^ poetry, and converted by the magic 
•of his fancy and pen, into an enchanting novel; that rai- 
vifhed the bett judges of the times in which he wrote, 

and continues to be the admiration of thefe.

He Is taxed indeed (and it muft be confefled with fome 
reafon] with tautology and want of judgment; but critics^ 
who bring this charge againft him, would do well to 
conGder, the cpmglaipt ^ley va^kcjn^y bp r^ber owing 
to that luxuriance of lancy, he is well knowii to poflefs, 
and which unfortunate circumflances permitted him not 
to reform, than' any defeft of the principle itfelf. Had 
eafe and leifure encouraged, or rather, had not the frowns

Various veriions and imitations of this celebrated and 
much-dmired EpilUe, have appeared at different periods, 
executed with different degrees of merit; but the tranfla- 
tor has feen none that have reached the delicacy, tender- 
nefs, and fpirit of the original ; except one printed this 
prefent year 1781, at Southampton; which has much 
intrinfic merit indeed, and evidently {hows its author 
equal to his pretenfions. The moff material defefl; I 
obferve iii this performance, is an injudicious attempt at 
concifenefs, which feems to have led the writer into a 
total omiflion of fome delicate and ftriking images of the 
text, apd a contradion of others; which however would 
. have appeared to more advantage if given at length by 
bis enchanting pen. 

« 

In defence of fuch a condufl, I am duly fenfible, it 
may be rertiarked with much propriety, that Ovid in ge- 
neral is too diffufe, and feldom knows when to ceafe the 
purfuit of a fprightly thought he has once fiarted ; being 
often " vox et praeterea nihil ;" and therefore temper and 
judgment are indifpenfible qualities in his tranflator. And 
in many inftances indeed this obfervation is extremely juft 
and pertinent, but will not hold in all. In the verfion 
in queftion, a laudable ambition to avoid this charge has 
betrayed the author into theoppofite extreme; as a care- 
ful 
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ful cotnparifon with the original will readily evince; 
though oh the who)e a very elegant and beautiful draught 
of this admired Epiftle. 

The tranflation I here ofier to the reader was made 
many years ago, when Ovid was feen only to great dif- 
advantage through a turbid, cloudy medium, that mifre* 
prefented his leading features^ and created a difguft ^d 
naufea in all who thus beheld him; out had the verfion in 
queftion been extant, when I began mine, I fliould not 
have prefumed to follow this fpirited and elegant writer 
through this department of poetry. 

The paflages I allude to, either as entirely omitted, or 
improperly fliortened, I (hall here fetdown; in hopes 
that if this ingenious tranflator ihould ever fee thefe re- 
marks, he may be induced ta revife the performance, and 
give us a complete verfion of the whole, in numbers 
equally fpirited,. harmonious, and claflical, as thofe exhi- 
bited in the fpecimen in queftion. 

A zeal for the interefis of literature, at large, and a 
due fenfe of this writer's merit, fuggefted the remarks 
iabove ; and it is humbly hoped he will receive them 
with that candour, with which th^y ^re written and com- 
municated ; and accept them as a tribute of refpe£ldue to

On the eXpuIfion of Tarquin and the royal family, and alfo the form of 
regal government from Rome, Porfena, King of the Clnfinians, one of 
the twelve nations of Ztruria, during the Confulfliip of Poplicola and ' 
Pulvillas, efpouiing the^caiifeof the exiled Prince, advanced with a large 
army to the banlts of the Tiber, and threw Rome int6 this gfeateft diftrefs 
and confternation imaginable. 

As Piorfeni was mafler of the cotmtry on both ildts of the river, fop- 
plies of proviflott became more and more'-dlf&cult and precftrioos<j till at 
length a real famine prevaifed vrtthin the walls of the city ; which was* 
ntirlf dfivM to the difittal altematire of Itarvln^, or capltuliKiiig to the 
arms- of- Porfena-: wfatti Mticius Cofdtfs, a young Roman of jlhiftrtoiiii 
birth, formed a defignv which raifed the drooping fpirits of • tRe ^Meplei 
Habited as an Etrurian, he croffed the Tiber, and entered theenemy*e 
camp undifcovered j and mixing with the Etrurian troops, whofe lan- 
guage he had learned from his infancy, made his way to the King^s tent. 
It happened to be the day of review and payment of the troops j when 
Porfena's Secretary, magnificently dreifed, was fitting on the fame tribu- 
nal with him, giving audience, and receiving petitions. The gallant

Rom^n, miftaking him for the King, leaped on the tribunate and with 
one ftroke of a poignard, he had concealed under his cloaths, laid him 
dead at the Kiiig^s feet. Porfena on his being feized; with great emo- 
tion, exclaimed, <* Execrable aiTaffm, v^^ho art thou ? whenqs corned 
^^ thou ? and ^ho are thy accomplices ?'* Mucius, lefs terrified than 
his judge, replied---*' I am a Roman, and (Ay name is Mucius Cordus, 
My defign was to deliver Rome from her mo1% (iruel enemy ; difcharge 
therefore all thy fury on me. Thou haft been an eye-witnefs'of my co»- 
ragti now try my conftancy with tortures, and then thou wilt be forced to 
cpnfefs that Roman bravery hath njade me capable of attempting whatever 
man can do, Sin^fufffrhg wTiat human nature cati endure,''* This refolute 
apfwer fiUpd Porfena with amazement ; but he was dill more /urprifed 
when he faw this determined Roman thruft his right hand into a pan of 
burning coals, where he kept it for feme time without betraying the 
fmallelt fign of pain whatever. The King's refentment was now chan- 
ged into admiration and pity. He granted him his life and liberty, 
and even reftored the dagger he had intended to ufe againit his life. 
Mficius, whofe right hand was confumed by the fire, received it with his 
left i and thence acquired the fnmame of So jevo l a, lef^-handed. The 
final event of this adventure was an immediate peace between the Romans 
a|id this Prince j for a farther account of which, fee Ant.

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Thk Argument. 

ULYSES, in this Epiftle, acknowledging the receipt 
of Penelope's letter, endeavours to obviate fuch of het 
charges and infinuations as criminate or bear hard on his 
conjugal fidelity. He alfo confirms the events of the 
war, which (he had (lightly mentioned, and records others 
(he had omitted. He gives alfo a (hort detail of his de- 
fcent into the regions of Pluto, and what he there was 
allowed to fee ; obliquely reproaching Penelope with her 
filcnce of his mother's death, whom he found to his no 
fmall aftoni(hment in the fliades below ; having left her 
in perfeft. health at his embarkation for Troy ; and that 
he had received from her much the fame account of do- 
meftic diftrefs and diftraftion, as appeared in Penelope's 
letter. He then, after explaining the caufe of the im- 
moderate perfecution of the Grecian Chiefs in their re- 
turn from Troy, which was wholly owing, he fays, to the 
impiety and pride of Oilens Ajax, who ravithed CafTandra 
at the altar in the temple of Minerva, whither (he had 
fled for refuge during the conflagration of the city ; and 
moreover defied the Gods to deftroy him. He then 
concludes, with the prediftion of his ^jcedy return, and 
direftions for the condufl: of it. 

N. B. This Epiftle, and alfo two others " Demo- 
phoon to Phyllis," and " Paris to CEnone," are evidently 
intended by their writer as anfwers to thofe of Ovid 

under 
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under thefe cliara6lers reverfed; that is, '* Penelope to 
Ulyffes," " Phyllis to Deinophoon," and " CEnone to 
Paris," and genersiliy fuppofed to have been written by 
Aulus Sabinus, an eiqgajit poet of the Augviftan age, a«d 
cot^mporary wkh Ovid; who mentions him more than 
once with tendernefs and refpeft. In the eighteenth 
elegy of his fecond Book of Loves, he fpecifically enu- 
merates Sabinus* performances in the epiftolary line, as 
follows:' 

Quam celer e toto rediit mens orbe Sabinus, 

Scriptaque diverfis rettulit ille locis ! 
Candida Penelope (ignum cognovit Ulyffis, 

Legit ab Hippolyto fcripta noverca fuo.

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Here Ovid exprefsly acknowledges fix epiftles» that 
were extant in his time under the name of Sabinus, viz, 
of •* Ulyffes to Penelope — Phaedra to Hippolytus — 
i£neas to Dido — Demophoon to Phyllis — Jafon to 
Hypfipyle— ^and Phaon to Sappho." And fach was the 
intimacy between Ovid and Sabinus, flrongly marked by 
meus in the firft line of the above quotation, that we 
cannot, without great violence indeed to the force of 
words, fuppofe him mifiaken in what he advances on 
this head. The abler critics therefore, who judge from ' 
internal evidence, or the intrinfic merit of a work, con- 
clude that all thefe epiftles, whofe titles Ovid has fo ex- 
plicitly recited above as the work of Sabinus, are totally 
loft; and that what we now poITefs under his name are 
the pitiful forgeries of a later age, Voffius, that moft 
exquifite judge in literature, reprobates them in.thrfeve- 
reft manner; and holds them not only unworthy of 
Sabinus, and all of the Auguftan aera, but even poffeffed 
of little merit, when confidered as the produftion only 
of the prefent times. 

Under fuch an anathema, pronounced by fo great and 
competent a critic, as Voffius certainly was, a proper or 
even a tolerable apology, for undertaking and offering to 
the public a tranflation of any piece fo circumftanced, 
may be difficult to be made. All I can fay in defence is, 
that having tranflated that of Penelope to Ulyffes, I found 
little labour in this ; and was moreover willing to prefent 
thercader with an opportunity of exercifing his own 

tafle^ 
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tafte, and judging for hifmelf, without paying a tame and 
fervile fubmiffion to the Ipft Dixit of any man of whate« 
ver diftin£lion in the republic of letters ; and that, ab« 
firaSed from fuch confideration, it would at leaft ferve as 
a foil to fet off Ovid to greater advantage.
